Looked at coldly, with a business eye, Christmas can be 
just a matter of make and break. Good holiday trade can 
make the merchants enough money to break even, even 
after a bad year. 

Looked at calmly with a prophetic eye, Christmas this year 
may be a matter of make or break for whole nations and, per- 
haps, for the whole world. There are nations today where 
entire populations have been educated to regard Christ as a 
myth. Others are so destitute and desperate they don’t see 
how there could be a God—even if they wanted to believe. 

Still others, perhaps our own, take so largely the holiday 
or business view of Christmas that they fail to catch from 
it the spirit that could make for newness and thus break 
the old-world cycle of good times, bad times, disillusion- 
ment and war. 

There is a cowboy song, written for a Christmas play, 
which starts: “There'll be a new world beginning from to- 
night.”

Unless we find this new feeling and purpose, our roused 
feelings and cross purposes will break, not make, peace on 
earth, good will among men. 

No man, of sourse, will find this newness unless he taps 
Christmas, itselt, “he;

make all things new.”

News at this high festival of Christmas, 
Christmas day is only one of the cycles of the year in 
which the pecple of the world pause and give recognition to 
the fact of a Christian community among men and nations.

For 10 months and three weeks of 1946 the foreign 
ministers council and the United Nations gave cause for 
little except pessimism. For each step forward there 
seemed to be a step back. 


Russia seemed determined to turn the international 
conferences into mere forums for propaganda. 

Britain’s prime minister went to Paris in the summer 
for what he termed “one last effort” 
really co-operate. Little seemed to come of it. 


The Paris conferences and the first week of the New 


to get the Russians to 





York conferences seemed merely to emphasize the cleav- 
age between Russia and the English-speaking countries. 

Then, four weeks ago, Russia began to show signs of 
softening. She decided that once a disarmament plan was 
set up, she would not demand the right to veto the deci- 
sions of its enforcement agencies. She compromised on 
Trieste, on freedom of Danube traffic, and other matters. 

Having proposed general disarmament, she actually 
began demobilizing her vast army of occupation in Eur- 
ope. 

She took some beatings, such as on her efforts to have 
all U. N. members break relations with Franco Spain and 
to secure a nose-count of armies on foreign soil, with bet- 
ter grace than heretofore and with no “walkouts”. 

She displayed an apparent willingness to lese her po- 
litical position in Iran’s province of Azerbaijan rather 
than stir up another hornet's nest over it. 

Determined action by the central government at Tehran 
apparently wiped out within a few days, and with a min- 
imum of fighting, the Soviet-sponsored Azerbaijan local 
government and re-opened the province, which had been 
virtually cut-off from the rest of Iran since the Russian oc- 
cupation during the war. 

The reasons for the new attitude, and whether it would 
last, were, of course, the subjects of much speculation. 

Some U. N. delegates pointed out that Russia needed 
in her fields and factories the troops with which she had 
been backing up her military diplomacy abroad, needed 
financial help from abroad for her five-year plan, and had 
found that her previous attitude was building up an un- 
profitable resentment against her. There are also some 
who hope that Russia’s diplomats have, through continued 
association, begun to feel more trustful of the west.
